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Who Let the Dogs Out?

Sheynin said SLT selects the Sunday after 
Thanksgiving for this annual trek because even though 
it is hunting season, hunting is prohibited on Sundays in 
Massachusetts. 

"It's just to be on the safe side," she said. 

Dogs were given bright yellow and orange 
kerchiefs to wear around their necks as an added level of 
visibility in the darker areas of the wooded acreage. 

The variety of dogs - from a tiny Havenesse to 
a massive Portuguese water breed - gave credence to 
mankind's taming of the wolf into domesticated dogs of 
every conceivable shape, size, and color. There were also 
dogs whose bloodlines were mixed beyond anything a 
human could conjure up. 

One dog also proved that life can go on in spite 
of illness. Eight-year old Tapper Crete, his sister Addie,

down the entire hour of the walk along uneven terrain, 
wet slippery leaves, and thick patches of black mud. He 
was truly inspiring. 

There was Skipper, Stella, Raven, Harry and 
many others whose pace through the stunning White 
Eagle property never slowed from beginning to end. 

Robin Shields, executive director for the SLT, 
said that the property consists of 1,200 contiguous 
acres spanning an area roughly from The Bay Club in 
Mattapoisett to Front Street north of Route 6. Shields said 
that the former owner continues agricultural activities 
through a lease agreement. Presently, 24 acres of cranberry 
bogs are maintained within the White Eagle site. 

There are massive bog reservoirs that host ducks, 
frogs, turtles, and other wildlife, while the breathtaking 
woods spanning an abandoned railroad bed is bird 
nirvana. The Town of Marion is proposing a bike path 
through part of the White Eagle property that would 
connect to Mattapoisett near its business park off North 
Street. 

Sheynin said that one of the goals for hosting 
the annual post-Thanksgiving walk was to heighten 
residents' awareness of the properties that are available 
for their enjoyment. 

"We want to expose them to the properties," she 
said. She also explained that the SLT locations are open to 
the public from sunrise to sunset seven days a week year 
round.

A Lick and A Promise 

This Mattapoisett Life

Long ago when I was a mere youth dancing 
around doing household chores with a spring in my step 
and a song in my heart, learning how to clean house was 
a mandatory life lesson. I didn't take it too seriously at 
that point, but as time went by, the importance of being a 
good housekeeper was a theme my mother returned to on 
a daily basis. It became a real bore.

and presentable to any neighbor who might drop in 
unexpectedly. Thus, keeping one's home clean at all times 
was drummed into my head. 

And then there were those two yearly clean-outs: 
spring and fall housecleaning. These were major seasonal 
events that required all hands be on deck. If your family 
was financially able, then the lady of the house could 
hire help for a week of hard labor. If not, then the female 
children in the home would have to suffice. Enter yours 
truly. 

Spring and fall housecleaning meant everything 
in the home had to be moved, cleaned around, up, over, 
and then washed if necessary to within a tiny thread of 
becoming dissolved forever in soapy water. 

At an early age, I was introduced to these 
two cyclical events in our home. It would start with 
my mother noting the season. If it were advancing on 
Memorial Day, spring housecleaning had to be planned. 

If it were advancing on Halloween, fall housecleaning 
needed to begin. The pressure was immense for these 
week-long massive cleaning marathons that essentially 
determined the degree of a woman's capabilities as a 
competent homemaker. Failure was not an option. 

The cleaning would begin with the windows. 

Window washing was a major undertaking in

days when simple soap and water or ammonia and water 
were the cleaning agents available to the homemaker and 
her minions. 

Curtains had to be removed, washed, hung 
outside to dry in the freshening air, then ironed and 
rehung or stored away Oftentimes curtains became the 
flag flown to show all the world that this home was well 
managed for winter curtains would come down and the 
lighter summer version went up or vice versa. Signal flags 
of a homemaker for sure. 

While the curtains and shades were removed 
and cleaned, the windows were washed to the point of

seeming invisibility. If it were fall housecleaning, this 
included the washing and installation of storm windows. 

And it wasn't only the windows that were 
cleaned. It was the sills both inside and out and 
everything around them. Walls were dusted down; maybe 
a fresh coat of paint was required to finish off the room. 
No effort was spared. 

Every item in every room was washed in warm 
water and soap, polished to a high luster, or dusted 
chasing away cobwebs, spider webs, and dust kitties to a 
waiting dust bin. 

Furniture cushions were pounded outdoors to 
release dust mites or had vacuum attachments plunged 
into their nether-parts like urgent internal exams at a 
doctor's office. You could almost hear the upholstered 
couches and side-chairs cry out in their outrage of being 
violated by zealous cleaners. 

Floors were last, always last. First they were 
swept, and then they were washed with strong agents 
and heavy mops. After being allowed to thoroughly 
dry, waxes were applied and polishing followed. They 
glistened as the sun shone through the now crystal-clear 
windows. 

In the kitchen, there were the appliances that 
required special and extra cleaning. All the dishes and

tools stored on kitchen shelves were placed on the table 
and washed before returning to their allotted spots on the 
recently cleaned shelves now complete with new shelf 
paper. 

The bedrooms, mattresses and pillows, closets 
and clothing all received specific types of fresh air 
treatments or old-fashioned cleaning. 

In my mother's world, these seasonal hazings 
were critical. To shirk one's duty as a homemaker and 
forego spring and fall housecleaning meant you were 
incompetent, unworthy, and worse yet, dirty. 

In her later years when she could no longer scrub, 
wash, polish, iron, fold, dust, sweep, or mop her home 
and the belongings therein, my mother sometimes wept. 
These talents had proven her worth as a human being, 
as a woman in full, as a master homemaker. Ma's control 
over her universe was becoming less, and she grieved the 
passing of her strength. 

Years later when she was confined to the nursing 
home barely able to leave her bed or wheelchair, she 
condemned the facility's cleaners as 'useless.' She'd 
say, "They have no idea how to clean anything." She'd 
observe a piece of paper or food particle for days as it 
lay unnoticed by the daily sweeping and mopping that 
passed for cleaning. "They only run that mop over the 
middle of the room. What good is that?" she'd declare 
with a note of disdain. She'd often bemoan, "They don't 
even give this place an honest lick and a promise." 

I knew she was nearing the end when her 
complaints over the cleanliness of her surroundings 
became fewer and further between. At the very end when 
I'd visit her, sometimes I'd notice the same piece of dirt 
in the same corner week after week. It annoyed me to my 
core. 

Recently as I was out walking in Mattapoisett 
village, I passed an acquaintance that was industriously 
employed washing her windows and putting up the 
storms. I complemented her on the hard work. She

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like that, I let go of the thought and move on. 

It has been archery hunting season for a few 
weeks now, so I felt smart in my fluorescent orange 
running shirt that matched the fluorescence of my 
sneakers.

And if that 
isn't enough, I make enough noise grunting, stomping on 
the earth, breathing in and out heavily, and occasionally 
a swear slips out when my foot hits a tree root and trips 
me up or I twist my ankle on a rock hidden beneath the

leaves. 

Having said all that, I was still startled when 
I came upon the rustling of moving brush and sticks 
breaking in the woods, an invisible force of sorts: invisible 
except for the orange blaze. And the man ahead of me 
standing on the path, rifle in one hand and walkie-talkie 
in the other, was equally startling. That is fine, except I 
shouldn't have been startled at all, for I know it is hunting 
season. I guess I just didn't expect to see a hunter standing 
so close to where I was, to where the lady coming down 
the path with her doggie dressed in his orange blaze 
cape was. I have heard them many times before - hunters 
moving through the woods or shooting from afar - but 
I had just never seen them out there before. Right there. 
Uh-oh. Isn't this sort of, dangerous? I mean, are they 
allowed to hunt right there on the hiking path?

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Actually, yes. Yes, they are. And as responsible as 
these hunters must be with their firearms when in a place 
where the public may pass, I must be equally responsible 
for my safety - which means casting away my assumed 
belief in hunting setbacks of some type from hiking trails 
and getting real. 

Which brings me to the point of this long-winded 
rant on winter-hiking / running / whatever-you-like-to-do- 
in-the-woods ignorance such as mine. NOW is the time 
when it is most important to be aware and wear hunter's 
orange. People should have on at least an orange blaze 
vest and cap, and pets should have their own blaze, too. 

Most of you already know all this. But a gentle 
reminder never hurts. Hunting is allowed on Wildlife 
Management Areas, conservation lands and easements, 
and land trust properties, unless otherwise posted. Just a 
glance at the MassWildlife online map shows us that we 
are virtually surrounded by legal hunting grounds. My 
beloved Shaw Farm Trail and abutting Nasketucket Bay 
State Reservation included. 

Stewardship Director for the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition Matt Spinner confirmed this, and his message 
for you was this, "Throw on some orange." 

State land is 100 percent open to hunting and, 
oftentimes, abutting private lands are too with permission

from the landowner. So for the avid trail runner like me 
who runs throughout the year unencumbered, I feel a bit 
obliged to let the hunters have the woods for the very few 
weeks a year they are allowed. I can at least hold off until 
midday and leave the early morning and before dusk time 
periods for hunters. After all, there are always Sundays. 

Besides, said Spinner, this is just the beginning of 
the firearms deer-hunting season, so within a week or so 
things may taper off a bit. 

Spinner did mention, however, that there is 
signage at most BBC-managed lands announcing that 
hunting is allowed at the sites. 

"We should probably have some signage at 
the [Shaw Farm] trail notifying people," said Spinner. 
Especially, perhaps, for first-time hikers in the area who 
might not be aware that it is indeed hunting season in the 
areas that completely surround the bike path. 

For now, said Spinner, a great alternative for 
running, hiking, and dog walking is the new Sawmill 
Reserve in Acushnet off Mill Road, some 20 acres of land 
with roughly a mile of walking trails that form a loop or 
two. The site is too close to surrounding neighborhoods 
and is closed to hunting for safety reasons. "And there's a 
lot of public use there, too," added Spinner. 

"So people should wear their orange for now,"

great concern over the cost of both options the committee 
presented: the $12.5 million Option A to renovate and 
expand the town house, and the $28 million Option B to 
renovate the town house, expand the library and build a 
senior center, joining all three together in one building. 

"We're kind of at a crossroads now," said 
Raymond. Ensuing discussion with selectmen and Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson distilled down to only one 
viable solution - abandoning the senior center and library 
ideas and having the engineer explore a scope reduction 
in the town house renovation only. The other two ideas 
must now follow their own paths separate from the town 
house renovation, possibly with state or private funding. 

"I think, ultimately [the town house] is the 
focus and if we can get the other stuff (senior center and 
library) then great, but if we can't. ..." said Selectmen 
Chairman Stephen Cushing. And as for private funding 
for municipal projects, he said, perhaps there is some out 
there.... 

"But I don't see any of it in this room beating the 
door down trying to give it to us," Cushing said. 

Dawson said that hopefully the other two 
projects have come along far enough to branch off as 
independent projects, considering the development of 
current programming and the assessment of the need in

the community. Otherwise, none of the projects will get 
approval by Town Meeting. 

"I don't think we have another ten years to wait 
before this building starts literally caving in," Cushing 
said. 

Building Committee member Bill Saltonstall 
shared his uneasiness with the cost estimates, especially in 
light of the looming concern over the future of the town's 
wastewater treatment facility and whether or not the 
town will be forced to make costly multi-million dollar 
improvements mandated by the Environmental Protection 
Agency.

"I can't believe that the voters of the town right 
now would opt [for] the most expensive of the two 
solutions," said Saltonstall. And even if the committee 
went to Town Meeting to propose reducing costs by 
scaling down the two options, "It might result in a painful 
process to reduce costs by ten percent or fifteen percent . . . 
but not a whole lot." He said he was uncomfortable even 
proposing it. 

So where do we go from here, wondered 
Raymond. Do we form two more committees, one for a 
senior center and one for an expanded library? 

"I think we should just go forward with the 
Option A right now," said Selectman Jody Dickerson, 
opting to move ahead and not "hold up" a town house 
renovation. 

Dawson praised the committee for its work, 
saying he felt the committee fulfilled its task and studied 
the matter from all possible angles. Raymond said the 
committee needed another week or two to find the next 
step towards the new direction it is heading and decide. 

"For how many years now have we kicked this 
can down the road?" said Cushing. "We've kicked this 
can so much there's almost no can left to kick." 

Also during the meeting, selectmen gave the 
Energy Management Committee the green light to move 
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forward in the grant process that could result in the 
town's acquisition of three fully-electric leased vehicles in 
the near future. 

Chairman for the committee Jennifer Francis gave 
selectmen a three-year cost-saving analysis they asked for, 
calling it a conservative assessment using the current low 
gasoline prices which Francis said would certainly rise 
again. 

Francis said the town would save a minimum of 
$30,000, including revenue by selling three older town 
vehicles and taking on the electric BMW i3 vehicles. She 
reiterated that no capital investment on behalf of the town 
was required for this project. 

Selectmen asked a few benign questions and 
voted in favor of allowing the grant application process to 
move forward in Selectman Jonathan Henry's absence. 

"We gave him his chance to speak," said Cushing 
jokingly, acknowledging how the selectmen held off on 
a vote last meeting so Henry could be included in the 
conversation. 

In other matters, Indian Cove resident Ruth 
Nicolaci gave selectmen grief over their subsequent 
post-Town Meeting action to move forward with an 
application to fund a feasibility study about connecting 
Indian and Aucoot Cove residents and some Mattapoisett 
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residents to an expanded Marion sewer system. 

Town Meeting tabled selectmen's request to 
provide $50,000 to match a $200,000 grant that would 
allow the town to explore the feasibility of such a project 
- a motion Dawson said could possibly cast a positive 
light on the town in front of the EPA as it decides on 
the conditions of the town's new National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit. 

Nicolaci said she viewed the selectmen's actions 
in moving forward with the grant anyway as ignoring the 
Town Meeting vote. 

"If it wasn't illegal, it was certainly disgusting," 
Nicolaci said. 

Dawson explained that the town was no longer 
seeking the funding approval from Town Meeting because 
conditions of the grant allow the town to contribute in- 
kind services regarding the grant proposal in lieu of a 
cash contribution. Town Meeting may have tabled the 
request to appropriate money to secure the grant, but the 
matter as a whole, he said, was never voted down. 

"Any actions we can take at this point ... to find 
ways to reduce nitrogen loading . . . only helps us in terms 
of how the EPA approaches the permits," said Dawson. 
"It's simply a feasibility study to see if this makes sense."

First Things First - Plans Need Lot Lines 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

This was no " which came first, the chicken or 
the egg" question during the December 1 meeting of the 
Rochester Conservation Commission. The commissioners 
concurred: lot lines come first before an Order of 
Conditions is rendered by the commission. 

John Churchill, Jr. of JC Engineering, representing 
Daniel and Deborah Clark of 272 Mary's Pond Road, 
petitioned via a Notice of Intent for property located at 
258 Mary's Pond Road to have an Order of Conditions 
issued for the construction of a new four-bedroom single- 
family dwelling. The parcel in question is currently a 
10-acre piece that the owners plan to subdivide in the 
future. But, rather than appear before the Planning Board, 
Churchill sought ConCom's approval first. 

This perplexed the commission, and member 
Kevin Cassidy wondered aloud why Planning Board 
approval of the subdivision wasn't first, making what he 
believed would be a cleaner paper trail at the Registry 
of Deeds. The commissioners were also concerned 
that by supplying an Order of Conditions on a yet- 
to-be-established lot within the acreage there might 
be the appearance of accepting an application for the 
establishment of two homes on one parcel. 

"This isn't a complete plan ... it doesn't show 
property lines," Cassidy told Churchill. 

Churchill gently questioned if it was within the 
purview of the commission to review anything other than 
wetlands-related issues but demurred, "I'm not here to be 
argumentative ... I can go to the Planning Board." 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon offered, "We 
need to make legally sound decisions.... It's an important 
technicality."

family and friends. Then, there are others - maybe fewer, 
maybe more - who are grateful for life, but are unable and 
refuse to appreciate or understand the seclusiveness of 
that testimonial. Millions of people were suffering from 
diseases while many were enjoying their feasts. 

My life-partner Judi was recently diagnosed 
with terminal cancer, now under hospice care for 15 
days. Yesterday Thanksgiving, Judi was unable to enjoy 
the company of my daughter, her boyfriend and our 
Granddog Ellie. 

For many years, my life-partner advocated for the 
right to die. Children with terminal cancer, people whose 
bodies and minds are failing: she voiced their right to die 
with dignity, without suffering. 

Currently in Massachusetts, the law states we 
have no choice. The alternative - voluntary starvation 
- is nearly as excruciatingly painful. The right to die 
ought to be a birth-right as it is in the Netherlands and 
Switzerland. In Oregon, Washington, Vermont and 
California, there is no minimum length-of-residency 
requirement to take advantage of the right to die. 

Americans are free to choose how they live - and 
when the time comes, how they die. End-of-life choices 
should be left to the individual, her family and doctor. 

The choices should be guided by medical standards, not 
the whims of politicians.

What About Bob? (1991). Starring Bill Murray and 
Richard Dreyfuss. Directed by Frank Oz. Running time: 
99 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Almost 25 years later. What About Bob? stirs up 
debate in some quarters: Who is the villain of the movie? 
Is it Bob Wiley (Bill Murray), a bottomlessly needy and 
boundary-disregarding phobic? Or is it Dr. Leo Marvin 
(Richard Dreyfuss), an arrogant psychoanalyst, publicity 
hound, and author of a bestselling pop-psych book? From 
where I sit, they're both pretty awful, and they make a 
natural match. Bob is palmed off onto Leo by another 
shrink, and even when Leo goes on vacation with his 
family. Bob shows up at the door of their lakeside summer 
house. Bob gloms onto Leo as his only road out of fear. 

Leo just wants to be left in peace. 

And so begins a classic battle of wills based on 
how each man relates to the world. Introduced to Leo's 
somewhat intimidated family. Bob almost immediately 
drops most of his neuroses and snuggles into their 
good graces, befriending Leo's son (Charlie Korsmo) -- 
unfortunately named Sigmund -- in particular. Leo's wife 
(Julie Hagerty) and daughter (Kathryn Erbe) likewise love 
Bob, while Leo fumes in solitary fury. All Leo wants is to 
be able to prepare for his upcoming interview with Good 
Morning America; he obsesses about it so much that fans 
of the film could get a decent drinking game going by 
slamming a shot every time someone says Good Morning 
America. 

Bob represents a true challenge to a boastful 
man who prides himself on helping people. For a while, 
the movie plays like Frasier Meets the Devil, with Murray 
as the nightmare patient whose depredations nobody 
but Leo can perceive. But Leo has his own demons, and 
Bob functions as brute therapy for Leo (and gentler, fun 
therapy for his family). What About Bob? isn't perfect; its 
script is a bit sloppy at times, or perhaps interfered-with 
at the studio level. For instance, it sends Leo around the 
bend that Bob seems to have ingratiated himself with 
Leo's sister, a character we've only seen in a photo before; 



we are asked to take his closeness to his sister on faith, we 
don't feel it or see it, which relieves the plot's final twist of 
some of its intended sting. 

Still, this is essentially a two-man comedy riff, 
of the sort we see less and less at the movies, and as 
much as I love Bill Murray and admired the skittish 
technique of his performance, it was Richard Dreyfuss 
— grinning viciously and ironically becoming the Wile E. 
Coyote that Bob seems at first to be named after — who 
got more laughs out of me. Partly it's the fun of seeing 
a stuffed shirt spattered with mud and finally becoming 
homicidally insane, but partly it's the palpable glee 
Dreyfuss takes in his middle-period second career as a 
cartoonish farceur. By both men's accounts, there was no 
love lost between Murray and Dreyfuss on the set, and 
this sharpens Leo's rage, gives it roots in something real. 

This is not to ignore Murray, whose Bob begins 
as exasperating but develops into something more 
complicated and mysterious, and perhaps darker. Does 
Bob only wedge himself into Leo's family as a way 
to punish Leo for rejecting him? How much of what 
Bob says or does is well-meant as opposed to passive- 
aggressive and only incidentally therapeutic? Murray 
kind of keeps it ambiguous, at least as much as a 
mainstream comedy (with yet another terrible generic- 
comedy music score by Miles Goodman) will allow, while 
Dreyfuss certainly plays it as though he considered Leo 
the hero. It could very well be that the Dude's words to 
Walter in The Big Lebowski apply equally to Leo: "You're 
not wrong, Walter, you're just [a jerk]." Leo thinks Bob 
is a monster and a pain and potentially dangerous, and 
maybe he's not wrong, but...
